The  skirmish 
flared  as  a Communist  atrocity 
came  to  light  in  the  Mekong  Delta. 

GOVERNMENT  spokesmen  an- 
nounced Vietnamese  troops  who 
overran  a Viet  Cong  detention  camp 
Wednesday  at  the  hamlet  of  l*hu 
Lam,  70  miles  southwest  of  Saigon, 
found  the  guerrillas  had  gunned 
down  25  chained  and  padlocked 
prisoners  only  minutes  before.
